REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Careful consideration was given to applicant's arguments. In particular, applicant argues a method of communicating data 
between a pluralitv of hosts (i.e.. emphasis pluralitv). Specifically, applicant argues that Klements onlv teaches one host 
connected to a mobile router (i.e.. a MINT router). The examiner will agree that the figures onlv show one host (e.g.. see figure 
2): however, the examiner disagrees with applicant's conclusion that onlv one host is taught by the reference. It is unclear whv 
applicant cites the passage on the bottom right column on page 75 with respect to "In order to provide user transparent ..." since 
the above section teaches aspects of the MINT router and not necessarily the host (i.e.. a host or portable machine/user 
connects to a single MINT router and not that only one host connects to a single MINT router for which applicant attempts to 
argue). However, for the sake of argument, see figure 5 of Klemets where the connection between the host and the WLAN 
supports ETHERNET. ETHERNET can support more than one host per connection based on CSMA/CD (i.e.. MA stands for 
multiple access). Furthermore, the references in combination teach a plurality of hosts since figure 130 oh page CD-695 of 
Cisco teaches more than one host connected to the router for the inside of the network. .
